Reason To Befaeve Recommendation - 2010 Year-End Report for the 
Administiative Fine Program 

Attached is a list of political committees and their treasurers who failed to file the 2010 
Year-End Report in accordance with 2 U.S.C. 434(a). Tfae Year-End Report was due on January 
31,2011. 

Tfae committees listed in the attached RTB Circulation Report either failed to file the 
report, filed the report more tfaan five (5) days but no more tfaan thirty (30) days after the due 
date (considered a late filed report), or filed the report more than thirty (30) days after the due 
date (considered a non-filed report). In accordance with tfae scfaedule of civil money penalties 
for reports at 11 CFR 111.43, these committees should be assessed the civil money penalties 
higfafaghted on the attached circulation report.
